THE FINERTY CAMPAIGN.

Finerty spoke, and otbers 
made reports assuring the defeat of Lawler.

Many Fine Pictures Despite a Lament- 
able Waste of Talent on Poor 
Subjects.

Portraits Good, Bad, and Indifferent—Evi- 
dences of Ekill Without Taste— 
Fanciful Conceptions. 


This year’s exposition is especially rich in 
figures. Besides the wonderful “Ahoy” by 
Grayson,’already mentioned, there are exam- 


ples by Charlies Sprague Pearce, Birge Harr?-. 


son, Walter Gay, Walter Shirlaw, Thomas Eak- 
ins, A. A. Anderson, Carroll Beckwith, F. A. 
Bridgman, Abbott H. Thayer, William M. 
Chase, G. W. Maynard, and F. 8. Church. 
235—A. A. Anderson's *‘ From Riches to Pov- 
erty ‘’—is scarcely what it is represented to be. 
A young mother, dressed in poor biack with a 
shaw! just dropped from her head, is standing 


_ in the public street against a brick wail with a 


young child in her arms and another clinging 
to her skirts. They are posed as though they 
bad adopted mendicancy for a profession. and 
the pathos in the faces, even in the babe’s, is 
harrowing. There is some admirable work in 
the drawing and finishing, but the subject is a 
misconception, for no woman with the charac 
ter and refinement that are in the mother’s face 
would sink to the levelof a mendicant and 
permit her chiidren to reach the same degrada- 
tion. Beggars’ are not made of such 
fine material. That they are begging can 
but We inferred from the attitudinizing of 
the mother and ochild. That they are 
on the public street is shown by asmall placard 
tacked up on the wall advertising a lost dog. 
The canvas contains material for an exquisit 
piece of pathos, but ag it now stands the senti- 
ment is perverted and the characters are pain- 
ful. }

The disappointment in this Work is not to be 
compared to the unpleasanttess produced at 
sight of 362, Kenyon Cox’s “ Rose,’’ which 
shows a nude female lying on the right side, 
the face and front being towards the observer. 
The flesh is thrown against @ neutral back- 
ground, the body and foreground are scattered 
with rosebuds—those about the limbs looking 
very much like white swejlings—and the whole 
set in a slivery-white frame. If the artist was 
ambitious for an unsightly attitude be is to be 
congratulated, for while the drawing is per- 
fectly correct the conveption is simply atro- 
cious and must have been evolved from a 
nightmare. The head looks as though a wagon 
had run over it. There is a deathly palor 
about the flesh, but the idea of its being made 
to represent a healthy corpse is debarred by 
the posing. 

PORTRAITS. 

It must have been a dark day, or the com- 
mittee of judges were under the weather, when 
854, William M. Chase's portrait of Miss Dora 
Wheeler, got in the sajon last year. Perbaps it 
was in deference to the subject herself, but 
certainly there is a minimum amount of artistic 
beauty in the work. The face has neither men- 
tal character nor physica! beauty; the features, 
though modeled with eare, are wooden and ex- 
pressioniess, the cheeks are abnormally hollow, 
the hair is rendered with a broader touch than 
might be expected, and the flesh-tints are yel- 
low and leathery: She is reclining in a large 
arm-chair, dressed in a loose, blue wrapper 
trimmed down the front with fur that any t[n- 
telligent squirrel would repudiate at sight, and 
across the back is pinned a mottled piece of 
yellow stuff that looks like a woolen bianket, 
and might be taken fora bed-quilt robbed by 
frequent washing of its patchwork. 

GOOD PORTRAIT. 

Charles Sprague Pearce’s ** Philomena "—135, 
—is a giorious piece of portrait painting that 
for character, assurance, and rich color one 
never tires of. The picture is that of a young 
Italian girl with dark olive skin and big beauti- 
ful eyes that k out at you with dreamy 
languvr, but not without a suggestion of fire and 
passion. The forehead is low and smooth, and 


| the wealth of glossy biack bair is drawn back 


over the head and arranged in two thick braids 
that hang between the shoulders. The head is 
nobly posed, and the modeling of the shoul- 
ders and bust perfect. The flesh tints are won- 
derfully juminous and lifelike, solidly painted 
with soft and transparent shadows. The feat- 
ures, with their rich giow of health and the ex- 
pression of strength and youth iu the figure, 
are very iovely, and the beauty is enhanced by 
the harmony of the background with the tones 
in the bust. , 

Another beautiful creation by the same art- 
ist, called ** En Picardie,’ 159, was chosen for 
the frontispiece of the pretty art catalog. The 
young girl is coming down a narrow path in a 
quiet little landscape skillfully subordinaced to 
the figure. She car: 3a willow hamper in one 
hand and a garden hoein the other. Her dress 
is that of a peasant giri, consisting of wooden 
shoes, a thick homespun gown, and a loose sack 
beited in at the waist with a cord. Nothing 
could be more natural than the freedom and 
pose of the body and the graceful limbs. The 
sweet, sad face is shaded by a sun-bonnet 
which presses the heavy hair round the fore- 
head. In form, barmony, refinement, and tech- 
mecal skill one can scarcely imagine a finer 
treatment of the subject. 

“LA CIGALE.” 

In these matter-of-fact days it is not an easy 
task to get up honest enthusiasm over a picture 
like ** La Cigale,"’ 249, the fancy of F. A. Bridg- 
man. It is typical of the grasshopper in the 


story-book which played all summer, and when F 


winter came found itself a vagrant. * La 
Cigale’’ has turned up in that rdie, and, not- 
withstanding she is a creature of delight, 
she is forced to take ai character 
that is beyond the possibilities. She 
has been dropped jin a heavy show-storm 
clad only in a gauze overskirt and such warmth 
as her beautiful bionde hair and jeweled guitar 
afford. The roses in ber cheeks and the blood 
in her pretty feet and dainty toes stand the 
cold and snow better than any specimen of 
animated gature could do. The picture is un- 
real and untrue, for no woman ever was or 
ever will be seen out on a winter's day in such 
a fragmentary at and betray as little shiver 
as this creature exhibits, With the snow left 
out the work is one of exquisit beauty, uniting 
skill in the treatment of the human form with 
a delicute sense of color and detail. 

336—** Souvenir Le Paris,’"’ by Ralph W. Cur- 
tis, represents a fashionable woman seatell at 
an upright piano with her tace towards the ob- 
server. The dress is destitute of neck and 
sleeves. The flesh is cold, the expression hard, 
but in the modeling may be recognized the 
masters hand. It is tobe regretted that such 
power and skill should have been bestowed on 
so unioteresting a subject as a frivolous wom- 
an. 

835—Frank Fowler's lady at the piano is 
a subject so similaras to attract quite as 
little attention. One sees so much of the low- 
necked, bare-armed women in society that he 


is only too impatient to pass them by on can-— 


vas for something more artistic and less con- 
ventional. 

The p srtraite of two ladies, 357, by A. 
H. Thayer, are very delightful in reentiment, 
composition, and color. The figures are 
grouped standing, three-quarters in length. 
The women are stiil young and strong, but 
look as though they might be sisters who had 
experienced a great many vicissitudes and 
were still bearing some heavy sorrow. They 
are dressed in black, which seems to strengthen 
the pensive sadness of the faces. Not a curl 
nor crimp mars the beauty of the soft bair 
which waves naturally about the foreheads. 
The lady in the foreground has her collar set 
low, the better to shOw the graceful curves 
and delicate beauty of her white throat. In 
drawing, color, and technical execution, as 
well asin the mmore subtie qualities of artistic 
taste, this work is the most charming in the 
whole col.ection of the Society of American 
Artists. 

231—Carroll Beckwith’s portrait of the artist 
Chase is a full-length figure of much character, 
dash, and individuality. The subject is seen 
in a front view, stylishly dressed, and robed in 
a long Newmarket. The figure is piaced on 
amarble floor made upof hard lines and in 
artistic angles, Dut, as a whole, the design is 
excellent, the carriage life-like and easy, the 
colors harmonious, and the effects of light ju- 
diciously arranged. It was well received at 
this year's salon, and is eaid to be an admirable 
likeness. 

MORE OR LESS ABSURD. 

George W. Maynard has an extravaganza 
which he calls ** Aurora,’ representing a rosy- 
hued female suspended in pink mist and en- 
veloped in a haze of filmy drapery. Her arms 
are extended up above ber head, and and. the 
figure is attenuated to the very verge of a verti- 
cal line. Her yellow hair stande on ends and is 
brusbed up into a conical mass till it looks not 
a littie like the yellow jute brushes that are 
sometimes used for cleaning long lamp chim- 
neys. This arrangement of the coiffure is

nothing real about the victure and none of tne 
seriousness that is usual with this artist. The 
representation ig a mere fanciful incident in 
an uninteresting landscape, cleverly composed, 
put for the most part in effect and 
conventional in treatment. 

The ‘* First Communion” is a favorit with 
many artists, and few collections are ever con- 
sidered complete without ome. .Beige Harrison 
undertook to depict that religious enthusiasm, 
and the resuit isalarge Canvas much more 
ambitious than pleasing. The girl ciad in the 
usual white lawn dress and veil, with a tough 
skin and Mongolian complexion, is commg 
across a meadow, and, torgetting the mo- 
mentous event in the life of a Christian, has 
stopped in the grass—wheter to tie her shoe 
or pick a field flower is not @pparent. The lana- 
scape is made up of antagonistic greens, and 
though they have been deftiy hand.ed the 
white draperies are ill-studied, obtrusive, and 
unpleasant, and the whole Canvas constrained 
and violent. The artist has attempted too 
much. The title sits lightly on the canvas, and 
but for the white veils the girls would never 
be suspected of having been at the Lord's Sup- 
per. There is no more religious zeal depicted 
than if they were out ip their best frocks hunt- 
ing four-leaf clovers. 

One looks long and bard at 82, Walter Shir- 
law's ** In Misehief,"’ before being able to de- 
cipher the riddie. A lady ina flaming red 
dress is looking at a something black resting on 
a long black lace scarf which has falien from 
her shoulder. The littie something black has a 
couple of whiskers, which only the closest at- 
tention reveals. In the figure the drapery is 
pleasing, the motive of the features refined, 
and the fiesh-tints are pale but delicately 
hightened on the lips and cheeks. 

L. C. Earie’s ** Atter the Bath’ has much 
that is good and more that is not. A couple of 
children with very ancient faces are standing 
nearatable on which sbiversa terrier that 
looks as though the artist bad tried to drown 
it with a potof paint. Over a trellis creeps a 
beautifully-trained and well-painted wild rose. 
The tin sprinkling-can at the foot of the table 
is the best factor in the entire composition.

ACRES OF PINE. 


Chicago’s Vast Lumber Districts and | 


Their Safeguards Against 
Fire. 


Seenes of Bustle and Business, and Over All 
a Feeling of Security—Modest 
Millionaires. 


t 
It is not 80 many years since what is now known 
as the lumber district was part of a marshy 


prairie. The boy playing trvant from schvol 
would bang his shirt on a tali reed in lieu of 
the orthodox hickory limb and plunge into the 
crystal, rippling waters of the South Branch, 
while in the still bayous and sloughs the wild 
ducks fought and loved. The shriek of the lo- 
comotive whistle was beard afar off as an echo 
of the roar of the city’s commerce, and the 
saucy, bustling tug looked in vain for a passage 
over dry sand-bars and ponds of solid mud. 
At length there came a time, when the captain 
of today’s marching club was breaking in his 
first pair ot pants, that the eye of Greed caught 
sight of this location, and the owner of the cye 
quietly, very quietly, bought a large slice of the 
seeping prairie with its all too numerous water 
privileges Then were set to work the noisy 
pile-driver and the awkward, ungraceful, but 
powerful dredge. Docks were built, every arm 
and armiet of the branch became a slip. 
Presto, change! ‘The magic word of Chicago's 
enterprise was waved over the still, lonesome 
prairie, and tall piles of lumber began to rival! 
the church-spires in altitude. The tug 
screamed with joy at the privilege of taking 
tall ships up the bayous, but bayous no jonger. 
Lined with substantial docks, with a sufficient 
depth of water for all lake shipping, the pow- 
erful screw-wheels churned the waves, until 
boiling and seething they changed their color 
from crystal to green, from green to brown, 
from brown to black. Gone is the aboriginal 
giory of the South Branch. No more shall it 
babpie over pebbly beds while the pickere! and 
pike make things lively tor the timid minnow. 
There are said to be a half-dozen tough, 
care-hardened old-horned bull pouts 
in the South Branch who carry va 
a miserable existence in the foul 
waters, but this is merely a tradition. Should 
ever one of them be caught with a bookin an 
unwary moment, he would be found not fit for 
food, but would undoubtedly furnish first-class 
material for a fertilizing establishment. 
A CITY OF LUMBER. 

Down there on the South Branch and the 
West Fork is a city of lumber. The district is 
about two miles long by one-half mile wide, 
stretching along the banks of tne river, some- 
times on both sides, oftener upon the wes 
side. Here are streets lined with huge piles of 
lumber stretching away to the limit of vision. 
The sweet scent of the freshly-out pine is in the 
air. The streets generally are solidly ked. 
Tall masts of ships show above the lumber 
piles. Hailroad tracks penetrate the district in 
every direction, and cars can be seen labeled 
for nearly every road in the United States. 
Through the heart of the district runs Twenty- 
second street. [tis nota handsome thorough- 
fare. It has not the featurss of a boulevard. 
The business places are exclusively beer 
saloons for the accommodation of thirsty work- 
ers, always excepting the modest and unpreten- 
tious buildings occupied as offices by great 
lumber firms, whose trade aggregates millions 
of dollars annually. Now, when the passer-by 
sees a great extent of timber and a shanty 
with the modest sign ot some lumber company, 
uniess in the trade and familiar with its work- 
ings, he 18 not apt to appreciate fully what it 
means. Inthe first place it means the posses- 
sion of some thousands, perhaps millions, of 
acres of pine-timber land in Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, or Minnesota. It moans great sawmills in 
the aromatic solitudes of the forests, cutting 
millions of feet of lumber. The shining, singing 
saws march through the big pine logs like a 
knife through cheese. Hundreds of employés 
draw their subsistence from the little square 
window of the cashier every pay-day. Some of 
the more ambitious of these firms run their 
own towns, keep the stores, own the buliding- 
lots, print their own weekly newspapers. Then 
come the schooners, the barges, the scows for 
transportation of the product across the 
sparkling waters of Lake Michigan to 
Chicago, the principal lamber market of 
the world. And all this great interest 
is consolidated in the little dingy shanty on 
Twenty-second street, under the shadow of a 
sign that would be considered disgracefully 
shabby for thé back door of a retail grocery. 
These men are wonderfully modest. They 
blush like girls when accused of doing a trade 
of millions, and acknowledge it with a shame- 
faced air, as if caught in a crime. 

IT COVERS EIGHT HUNDRED ACRES. 

In speaking of the extent of this lumber dis- 
trict it sbould be remembered that it is solidly 
covered with lumber, except for the streets, 
the river, and the space occupied by the bun- 
dreds of planing-mills. box-factories, and other 
manufacturing establishments, most of them 
of first-class and great facilities. Now. then, 
the district is one-half mile wide by twu miles 
long—just one square mile, A square mile will 
be remembered by those who have not forgot- 
ten all their arithmetic to contain 640 acres. 
These acres are covered with iumber, piled as 
high as it ie safe to go. But this is only the 
Twenty-eecond street district, the principal 
one. The Thirty-fifth street lumber d@rict is 
piled high ana solidly for one-half mile long and 
one-half mile wide—just a quarter section, or 
160 acres of lumber. in these two localities 
there are stored 500,000,000 feet of lumber, 
valued, at a rough estimate, at $100,000,000. 
Then there is a North Side lumber district, car- 
rying stocks estimated at 100,000,000 feet. The 
hardwood lumber yards are scatiered through 
the city. Probably in ail there is not far from 
$206,000,000 worth of lumber kept in stock in 
Chicago. 

The other day, in Cleveland, they had a dis- 
astrous fire, when forty or fifty acres of jum- 
ber were burned, and the loss was estimated at 
something over $2,000,000. This was a ripper, 
to be sure; but what would Chicago do should 
a fire get well under beadway in this great ex- 
panse of /640 acres of lumber. or in this other 
of 160 acres? ‘The thought advances a some- 
what serious question—what protection bas tne 
immense |umber interest of Chicago from fire? 
A reporter for THe [RIsUNE took this matter 
under special advisement yesterday, and first of 
all visited the Twenty-second street iumber dis- 
trict, via a Blue Island car. Although this 
is a dull season in the trade, the 
scenes witnessed were lively enough. Schoon- 
ers and barges were being unloaded at the 
docks and in the slips, while long trains of cars 
were receiving their loads of sweet-smelling 
pine. Thousands of workers were piling and 
repiling lumber in the yards. Powerful teams 
were hauling almost toppling loads. ver all 
could be heard the musical hum of the planing- 
mill, and at times the black smoke of tall 
amokestacks well nigh obscured the sun. It is 
a pleasant walk and ao interesting one along 
T'wenty-second street from Biue Island avenue 
to Halsted street. It is through the heart of 
the lumber district. The vast expanse of land 
covered with lumber piles is convincing of 
magnitude without stunning the brain with 
figures. The superficial observer in search of 
danger from fire at once looks at the planing- 
mill; but what would you have? The floors are 
stone, the mill itselfas near fire-proof as any 
thing can be when used for that purpose. When 
work closes at night the floor is swept of shav- 
ings, the water is turned on through the 
hose, and all dangerous points are 
thoroughly wet down. Then vigilant watch- 
men come upon duty. Should by any 
poss'bility a fire start the fire engines are con 
venient, but of that featere more anon. 
Throughout the lumber-yards all have watch- 
men, some have two. Many have their own 
hose and standpipes, Babcock extinguishers, 
and nearly all are provided with handy fire- 
grenades. The Chicago lumberman loses no 
sleep in thinking about possibie danger from 
fire. Past calamities have educated them to 
use all possibile precautions. Having secured 
these he is reasonably content. 

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST FIRE. 

While down there in the iumber district the 
reporter called upon the firm of Palmer, Fuller 
& Uo., large mill-owners, having two lumber- 
yards, the one nearest their mill being com- 
posed of valuable woods, such as biackwalnut, 
cherry, etc., and used in the finer kinds of 
house fimshing work. Mr. Marsh, represent- 

the firm, said: 
“~ We feel comparatively safe. You know it 
takes some time to start a lumber fire, and we 
have plenty always, night 
and day.

The 
lumbermen plank their own streets and relieve 
the city of an immense amount of police work, 
and it should be the city’s care to protect them 
in case of a fire.”’ 

* Do fires start often in lumber-yards? ”’ 

“IT never heard of an instanee, save one, 
where the fire started in a yard, and thal was an 
incendiary fire, and the only one of that class 
Jever heard of. The fact of so many large 
piles befmg concentrated in a comparatively 
small district 1s a protection iu itself, because 
it induces such great and unremitting care and 
oversight.” 

** How about the risk of fire from tugs?” 

**It is far less here than in Cleveland and 
other places where the tugs burn wood. Whiie 
our tugs are accused of making a great deal of 
smoke they can pass up and down the river 
without emitting dangerous sparks."’ 

* Do tne yards keep their own means of ex- 
tinguishing fires?’’ 

“Many of them keep their own hose and 
bydrants, and very many keep hand grenades 
ready for immediate vse."’ 

* Is not a lumber fire a difficult one to fight?” 

“ Yes. Itis the most difficult thing to fight 
we know of. If it ever gets started it will be 
the worst kind of a fire, and, realizing that, the 
lumbermen are very careful to see that no fire 
ever gets started.”’

In fact, if naturai- 
ness be the substantial merit of Raymond's 


acting, a sort of plain naiveté must be men- 


tioned as its chief charm. 

The buriesque “Blue Beard'’ at the Grand 
hardly calis for notice as a musical 
production, as it is simply a dilut- 
ed extravaganza. The first performances 
last week illustrated a common notion 
among certain New York managers—namely:

The 
multiplication, while it enlarges the variety as 
far as the means and plots of the operas are 
concerned, unfortunately, as yet, has not been 
fruitful in improving the quality of the music. 
Each littie work seems to be largely modeled 
after the other, for a characteristic sameness 
of musica) ideas runs threugh themall. The 
vaise movements, the hes, the **catch- 
word” songs, and the ensembies are so much 
alike in musical struct@re that the idea of 
originality is not noticeable to ary pronounced 
extent. The accompaniments and the melodies 
are formed from a few simple barmonies, and 
are of that general class that is termed com- 
monplace. Musically, ** Palka” is not of as 
good an order as many of the light works of its 
class that have preceded it. The aim 
after simplicity which is most commendable 
in writers of the light operas should save in- 
cited them to better and more beautiful ideas. 
The perfection of grace which is found in the 
melodic treatment of Mozart’s comic operas 
may well engage the thinking composer's at- 
tention at the present time. Good music does 
not necessarily imply that it must be difficult, 
for the most beautiful melodies in existence 
are the simplest, and in consequence the most 
natural and true to art. Comedy opera is 
written to afford entertainment and to music- 
ally please the ear, as weil as to interest the 
observer in the development of the stage story 
and achon. Its first consideration is a musical 
one, and embraces all those relationships 
which tend to make a finished work. Unless 
the composers who are engaged in writing 
these works are incited to produce some 
thing of a more besutiful and taking 
character, the multiplication of these operas 
will be the cause of their downfall, for the 
public will tire of the samness that at present 
exists in them. Sbould they, on the other 
hand, be the means of introducing a schoo! of 
good English operas, they will have served a 
valuabic purpose in the development of art. 
The English-speaking peapie are now demand- 
ing in music that whieh is capable of art 
expression in their own language, and meri- 
torious productions will be warmly welcomed 
by musical persons in America and Engiana. 
At Christ Church on Mithigan avenue Thurs- 
day evening a fine new organ was opened pub- 
licly for the first time, Mr. Eddy showing off 
its wood qualities in a program of in- 
teresting selections, @nd the choir as- 
sisting in two vocal numbers. There have 
been some very superior organs put up in this 
city during the last few years, and many of the 
large churches possess @plendid instruments. 
The organ in Christ Church contains three 
manuais and pedal board, and has forty stops. 
The great organ has eleven, the swell fourteen, 
the solo eight, and the pédal five, while there 
are eleven “%ccessory stops to connect the dif- 
ferent divisions of the instrument and eleven 
pedal movements. The arrangement of the 
stops of the swell organ is particularily good, 
for there are many beuutiful effects possible by 
& proper registration. The great organ is very 
full and at the same timé not hoisy in its tone 
construction. The solo @rgan possesses some 
very pretty and effective stops, as the meloaici, 
fente d'Amour, duiciana, cornodi bassetto, and 
piccolo. The dolcissimi voix celeste, flautino, 
and violin of the swell ofan are also delicate 
stops, which produce sweet and agreeabie 
tones. The pipes are all voiced smoothly, and 
the whole organ is well Bdapted for the per- 
formance of the most difficult church music, 
and aiso for solo playing of the greatest works 
written for that instrument. The power of the 


organ is great enough for the church, 
and the quality of the tone 
is particularily pure and flowing. Mr. 


Eday pilayed.an interesting program from 
Guiimant, Rossini, Gounod, Spark, Lemmens, 
Bach, Wagner (transcription), Jadassohn, and 
Thiele.

** Leaves of Grass.”’ 

CHICAGO, Sept. 12.—[ Editor of The Tribune.] 
—A correspondent in your yesterday’s issue 
complains of the exclusion of Walt Whitman's 
**Leaves of Grass’’ from the shelves of the 
Public Library. He finds nothing indecent in 
** Leaves of Grass,’” and regards the work as, 
“with the exception of Emerson, the only 
purely aboriginal autochthonic (sic) piece of 
American literature we have."" With the liter- 
ary judgment that brackets this chaotic non- 
sense with Emerson’s essays as America’s chief 
original contribution to the world’s literature I 
am not concerned, The crude immodesty of 
“Leaves of Grass,”’ however, is a matter of 
notorious fact, and “the question that now 
arises”’ is not “whether the library is to be 
formed in accordance with the private taste of 
the Librarian,’’ but whether a book whose actu- 
al vocabulary (tendency and morals may be 
matters of opinion) is grossly indecent is a 
proper work to be circulated inaiscriminately 
among the children of this city at the cost of 
the taxpayers. The parallel of Chaucer, Shak- 
speare, Byron, anil the translations ‘rom the 
classics is fallacigus. Whatever grossness of 
expression may be found in certain passages 
of these works, it caunot fairly be said that 
there is danger in their being habitually sought 
out and read from purient motives. 
language of a book attains a certain degree of 
indecency it is so sought out and read, as every 
observer of human nature knows. 

I can hardly be expected to substantiate my 
judgment of * Leaves of Grass’ by quotation, 
for, as even its admirers admit, its striking 
passages are not fit to quote. As an able critic 
in the Dial says: * Some of his pieces are so 
very gross that i is almost indelicate to call at- 
tention to them even for purposes of condemna- 
tion."” A writer in the Contemporary Review 
adds that “had Whitman ventured upon the 
bundredth part of his grossness in the camp of 
the Greeks be would have been cudgeled far 
more vordially than Thersites."’ And Dr. Dow- 
den, a professed admirer, admits that Whit- 
mans immodesty passes the immodesty of 
brutes. It is useless to multiply authorities. 
The book, as is well known, was indicted for 
obscenity in Massachusetts and bas found 
another publisher only after the lapse of many 
years. Any person not too squeamish can now 
verify for himself its unfitness for genera! cir- 
culation. If your correspondent is a student 
and needs the book, would it not show a better 
public spirit to bhy it for private use, rather 
than to insist on its being placed within tne 
reach of every child in Chicago? 8.

January last. As the most of my informants 
were material men, I have no doubt the state- 
ments were correct. They said that the com- 
petition among builders had become so marked 
that none but those who were able to pay their 
bills bad survived up to this time, and the lines 
were daily being drawn more closely. Previ- 
ously it was possible for a contractor, if he 
were dishonest, to put off workmen and ma- 
terial-men until a job was concluded, ana thus 
make way with most of the money. Now, how- 
ever, bills were presented monthly or at stated 
intervals during the progresa of a job, and if a 
man was weak the fact was not long in coming 
to the surface. Thus the bu was con- 
fined to men of repute, and build was prose- 
cuted on the same basis as any other legitimate 
business.

* While I was at the exchange the other day 
I chanced to meet an architect who, like my- 
self, was there looking over the place, and he 
told me of a serious complaint which I under- 
stood is to reach Mayor Harrison by a direct 
route soon unless matters are changed. The 
complaint was against the architects who are 
presumably employed exclusively by the city 
to do the planning of the structures it erects, 
but who are said to employ most of tne city’s 
time in working out plans for outside parties, 
for which they do not ask full pay. 
The otber architects of the city do not object 
to these men working outside providing they 
do not take advantage of their position to get 
work, and then charge less than the regula- 
tion percentage, but they do protest against 
their arawing a salary from the city for work 
which they do not perform and at the same 
time taking work that should go in legitimate 
channels. My informant said he nad no doubt 
that these men did from a quarter to halt a 
million dollars’ worth of work in the course of 
the year, devoting to the necessary labor the 
time that should have been given to the city. 
He said the architects had taken the question 
in hand and meant to see to it that the Mayor 
took cognizance of the alleged condition of 
affairs. 

**T was talking to an old resident of the city 
yesterday about thé manner in which people 
were evidently hoarding their surplus capital 
at the present time, and he said he believed they 
would soon see the folly of doing se, and would 
seek good investment. He had looked over the 
men who came to Chicago about the same 
time he did with no capital except health and 
energy, and among ali of them he could not 
find a nian who had made judicious real estate 
investments at that time who was not,mow 
comfortable and probably rich in this d’s 
goods.

The Market. 

There was an inorease’d demand for real 
estate ot all kinds during the last week, and 
brokers generally report the opening of the 
fall trade—which seems to have occurred— 
fully up to their expectations. The very warm 
weather of the fore part of the week had a de- 
pressing effect upon realty as well as other 
kinds of business, but the return 
of capitalists to the city was shown in the offi- 
ces of dealers by the numerous inquiries for 
property intended for investment that have 
been made a note of within the last few days. 
The tendency is upward in every direction, and 
there is not the slightest observable sign that 
property of any vbaracter will be disposed of 
at less than the figures at which it is now 
held. 

A noticeable instance of the almost involun- 
tary—as it may be termed—rise of property 
was illustrated on West Madison street last 
Thursday at the auction sale of lots held by 
Cummings & Co. The lots disposed of at the 
sale brought from $910 to $015 each, while no 
attempt has previously been made to sell lots 
in the vicinity for much over $800. Over 
$22,000 was realized by the sale, being more 
than enough to defray the expense of the en- 
tire subdivision, much of which is yet in hand. 

During the week W.D. Kerfoot & Co. sold 
for Mr. Cumstock, a member of the Chicago 
Beard of Trade, the four-story and basement 
stone-front building at No. 111 Madison street, 
to James Todd of Kentucky, for $75,000. The 
lot is 20 feet wide and 165 feet deep, and is en- 
tirely covered by the building mentioned, 
which bas been leased to David and Herman 
Meyer foraterm of years at $8,500 per year, 
beginning Oct. 1. The first floor will be con- 
verted intoa lunch-room, with an entrance on 
both Ca:houn place and Madison street, and the 
upper floors will be rented, 

About six months ago John B. Porter sold 
the lot and two-story building at: No. 103 Madi- 
son street, the lot being exactly the size of the 
one sold to Mr. Todd, to Mr. Haskell, for 
$52,000, and it was then thought by many that 
Mr. Porter had made agood sale. The build- 
ing is not quite as tall nor as good as that at 
No. 111, but for revenue it is nearly tne equal 
of it, and with two more stories would proba- 
biy eclipse it. These lots are but a few feet 
apart, so that in actual value there can be no 
difference, from which it would appear that 
property on Madison street had appreciated 
rapidly within the year. 

It might be argued that the comparisons 
here made will not prove a good rule by which 
to judge other property, even on the principal 
down-town streets, but it must be admitted 
thaf at no time during the last year has a bet- 
ter opportunity been presented, and those 
sales, so near together as they are, must out- 
wéigh any argument that may be presented 
against an increase in vaiues.

G. F. HOAR’S TRIBUTE TO BLAINE 


Earnest Words for Irish-American 
Citizens—How Cleveland Has Been 
Voting the Last Twenty-four Years— 
Carl Scharz Answered. 

At Salem, Mass,, Wednesday last, the Re- 
publicans of Essex County had a demonstra- 
tion thac showed them to be thoroughly alive 
to the importance of the pending issues of the 
campaign. There were two meetings, after- 
noon and evening, in the Rink, anda third at 
the Willows, allof which were iargely attend- 
ed. Addresses were made by the Hon. George 
F. Hoar, the Hon. E. R. Hoar, the Hon. Thomas 
B..Reed of Maine, Emery Storrs of Chicago, 
Gen. N. P. Banks, Gen. John L. Swift, and 
others, they discussing timely topics in a vigor- 
ous and cogent manner. The speech of Sen- 
ator George F. Hoar was particularly forcible 
and felicitous, and we present herewith some 
extracts from it: 

Mr. Blaine has been called a Jingo. I think 
he is very much such a Jingo as the last Mas- 
sachusetts President, John Quincy Adams, 
was. [Applause.| I think he means to culti- 
vate friendly relations with every other nation, 
especiaily with those of the American con- 
tinent, and he means to have it understood 
that if an American citizen, whether by birth 
or by adoption, goes anywhere on the face of 
the earth; he is to be respected accordingly. 
[Sopteue.| He means, I think, to sum up 

is foreign policy in one sentence—we ask for 
no injustice and we will stand no nonsense. 

[Appiause. | 


Now I should like to ask any Englishman, or 
Scotchman, or Irishman in the County of Essex 
if the picture I have drawn of the condition of 
the workingman that he left behind him, and 
the condition of the workingman here, is not 
true to the letter. And I should like to ask, 
and I should like to have you ask your Irish 
neighbors, what reason they can give, while 
they came here to get out from under the beel 
of Engiand, for voting for the policy which En- 
giand is eager to have this country adopt. The 
Irishman was a British subject in Ireland, but 
he didn’t have an American vote. The Irish- 
man who votes the Democratic ticket in Essex 
County is ten times a British subject |applause} 
and, unfortunately, in that subjecting, he is 
casting an American vote.

FIRE ENGINEERS. 


Closing Exercises of the Cenvention 
in This City—Officers Elécted. 

The convention of the National Association 
of Fire Engineers closed yesterday, 

The association, after witnessing tests of a 
liquid invented to make buildimg materials 
fireproof, entered carriages and drove to Michi- 
gan avenue, opposit the ball-grounds, to wit- 
ness an exhibition by the Chicago Fire Depart- 
ment. Chief Swenie had only a pértion of his 
force out. They were drawn up i the follow- 
ing order: Two hose-trucks, with twelve men 
each; two four-wheeled hose-cafriages; five 


Abrens engines; two four-w hose-car- 
riages; two Ahrens engines; twofour-wheeled 
hose-carri: yes; two Abrens engites; one wa- 
ter-tower, 65 teet jong. A band of music was 
on hand. The Pompier Ladder Company gave 
a very good exhibition in ecal the 
six-story building of the Wnhited States 
Storage Company, using hooked ladders. 
The Bangor ladders were then exhibited. The 
water-tower of this city was then shown. It 
was erected, two steamers attachea, 
and a stream of water sent through a two-inch 
nozzle in one minute and forty seeonds. After 
a couple of other exhibitions with the hose the 
members returned to the hotel. 

Chief W. W. Stockell of Nashville, Chairman 
of the Committee on Exhibits, made his report. 
Some of the exhibits received praise, and in 
others certain defects were shown. A cortro- 
versy arose among the hand-grenade exhibit- 
ers, but the President cut them short. Each 
exhibiter who wished had five minutes in 
which to expatiate on his hobby.

A POLICEMAN’S BILLY. 


The Boy Clubbed by Officer Kearney 
Goes Insane. 

Albert Lund, tne boy who was clubbed by 
Officer William Kearney, of the Chicago Ave- 
nue Station, two weeks ago today at the corner 
of Market and Pearson streets, is reported to 
have become insane from the effects of the 
blow. According to the testimony of eye-wit- 
nesses the clubbing seems to have been 
eutirely unprovoked. Young Lund, who 
lives at No. 1513 Milwaukee avenue, 
bad been in the employ of the Adams & Wes&st- 
lake Company, and is spoken of asa steady, 
industrious lad. His brother also worked at 
Adams & Westiake’s, and the two were the sup- 
port of a large family, the father having been 
prostrated by beat three times, and therefore 
unfit for work. Albert's faithfulness, and a 
knowledge of bis circumstances, had recently 
ied his employers to raise his wages. The even- 
ing of the clubbing, about dark, young Lund, 
John Nelson, Fred Hanson, and Henry 
Carroll were standing at the corner 
of Market and Pearson streets. They 
were approached by Kearney and another 
officer, who asked them where they lived. 
Kearney put the same question to Lund, who 
told him that he lived at No. 1513 Milwaukee 
avenue, and was visiting one of the boys. 
Kearney sneered at this information and said: 
“Where do you work?’’ Upen Lund’s reply 
at Adams & Westlake’s, Kearney, without a 
word, struck him in the face and then over 
the head with his club. The boy fell like a 
log, and it was some time before he struggied 
to his feet. Kearney then started with him to 
the Chicago avenue station. William Lave, a 
street-car driver on the West Side, and 
James and Michael Pierce had witnessed the 
entire occurrence, and the former is authority 
for this statement. They went to the officer 
and ventured to expostula.e, but Lave was 
threatened with arrest, and was told by Kear- 
ney that he had only been doing that which was 
necessary ‘in his line of business.’’ ‘They fol- 
lowed Kearney and his prisoner, however, and 
say that when the boy staggered and said he 
could not go further Kearney continued to pull 
him along until the station was reached, where 
Lave was ordered by Kearncy to go about his 
businefs or be run in. Lave promised Kearney 
he would hear from the matter later. Lund 
was fined $5 by Justice Kistler. for loiter- 
ing. He went home, ahd the physician who ex- 
amined him told his father the chances were his 
son would be a maniac in twenty-four hours. 
Last week Mr. Lund> visited Adams & West- 
lake with tears in his eyes to draw the sum due 
to his boy, and said that the latter had become 
insane. At Adams & Westiake’s there is great 
indignation, and they will probably assist in the 
prosecution of Kearney, for whose afrest Mr. 
Lund has procured a warrant. 


THINGS WE EAT. 


The Condition of the Fruit and Vege- 
table Market. 

South Water street yesterday contained evi- 
dences that the influence of the fall season is 
being felt in the country. Many kinds of prod- 
uce have wholly disappeared, while some 
others, such as melons, though still to be 


found apparentiy in abundance, had plainiy 

their season. Many kinds of vegetables 
have disappeared, and along with them a long 
list of berries and fruits. Watermelons were 
found in stacks on every side, though they 
must have been gathered some time ago. 
Muskmelons and cantelopes were scarce, but 
most houses still have them in stock. A few 
tomatoes and cucumbers were still to be seen, 
and great quantities of ali that class 
of vegetables which may be preserved 
through the winter were seen on every hand, 
such as onions, carrots, potatoes, turnips, and 
the like. Sweet potatoes are coming in in 
greater quantities than heretofore, and the 
season for them 18 just fairly begun. Celery 
of a good quality can be had anywhere at rea- 
sonable rates. The season is said to be a good 
one, but the yield will mot be fairly computed 
until after frost. 

Fruits are still expensive. Even apples are 
for the present to be regarded as a sort of del- 
icacy. The season for them is just be-

the lovers of apple-jam, 

apple-jack, cider, and apple-pie may have no 
fearsasto the ultimate gratification of their 
tastes. Crab-apples are already coming in 
abundantly, and are soid at reasonable rates. 
Peaches and pears are bigher than they have 
been for years, both beimg about twice as high 
as they were last year, and the quality of the 
peaches is not of the best. The high price of 
peaches is ascribed to a corner run by some 
Eastern capitalists, which raised the price of 
the Maryland and New Jersey supply so high 
that they could not be brought to Chicago 
without loss. This raised the priceof the 
product of other quarters. California plums 
hold their ewn * oe Ben gp price as 
peaches. Jud y grape sea- 
son is egg prime. All varieties 
were offered in profusion, wholesale and 
retail, at reasonable rates. There is a great 
profusion of the California or white species, 
were more reason- 
able than any other fruit displayed, and were 
seen in greater profusion than all the rest com- 


bined. 

Poultry, and butter to be had rea- 
sonably. dhe savety of turkeys is waiting for 
Thanksgiving-Day and Christmas, but a few 
young ones were displayed to whet the appe- 
tite and play upon the fancy of the fastidious. 
It is probably calcuiated that in their absence 
from the market their place will be filled by 
ro, morte wild-duck, fish,frogs’ legs,and lobsters, 
of which the supply seemed good. 

The fall pumpkin has begun to come in, and 
while there are many who do not care about 
pumpkins it cannot be doubted that pumpkins 
make a good display and a small investment in 
them arranged along the front of the store 
sives the impression that that particular dealer 
is a — of no mean standing. 


INVITING FIRE. 


How the Lesson of 1871 Is Unheeded in 
Various Sections of Chi- 
cago. 


West Side Fire-Traps and the Wooden-Shanty 
Settlements at the End of Blue Isl- 
and Avenue.

The fire of 1871 was certainly big enough to 
teach the authorities of Chicago a wholesome 
lesson, yet any one making a casual survey of 
the city will see many localities where fire, 
onee getting a hold, would cause a heavy loss 
of property and perhaps of life. Frame houses 
are very numerous on the West Side, block aft- 
er block lying along side one another, while on 
West Randolph street, between Halsted and 
the bridge, a well-started fire, with an ordinary 
breeze, would have a gala time devouring the 
wooden shanties which predominate in that lo- 
cality, and cause the loss of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars-before it could be stopped. 

ALL READY FOR THE MATOH. 

Just on the outskirts of the city, at the end 
of Blue Island avenue, the inhabitants are as- 
siduously adding to their already numerous 
frame buildings. A reporter visited the place 
yesterday. About 300 or 400 yards from the 
end of the street-car track, hard by the malliea- 
bie iron-works, is a settlement of Swedes and 
Germans and a few Irish families, which is 
called New Stockholm. It includes some fifty 
houses, all but twoof them frame. The two 
exceptions were original'y frame, but are being 
laid over with brick. The houses’ are all very 
close together, and the small areas and alleys, 
called yards and streets are filled with out- 
houses, sheds, etc. 

Just a couple of hundred yards west of New 
Stockholm is another settlement called New 
Hamburg, still more liable to fire. This patch 
is settied also by Swedes and Germans. There 
are probably 300 people living there, most of 
them poor and unable to lay out much money 
on dwellings. The settlement, consequently, is 
a nest of frail wooden buildings. Either from 
neighborly amity or from lack of ground the 
houses are huddled together, the only thing in 
the shape of a street being a nar- 
row lane in the centre of the s80- 
called village. The reporter was unable to 
discover how the people livimg half-way be- 
tween the alleged street and the outskirts of 
the setticment obtained egress without invad- 
ing one another's yards and climbing over one 
another’s fences. At least fifteen or twenty of 
these frame houses are new, and more are now 
in construction. They are small structures, 
built without any regard to the pointe of the 
com . It was impossible to tell 
to what dwelling any one of the in- 
numerable outhouses belonged. Several houses 
haye scaffolding around them still, and the 
hammer and saw are busy on all sides. One 
house differs from the rest in being covered 
with brick, but it is so close to the others 
that should its nearest neighbors burn its slim 
covering of brick would prove little protection. 

POOR AND RECKLESS. 

The reporter talked with one of the resi- 
dents. ** Yes, these are wooden buildings,”’ 
said he, *“*but some of the owners of them 
haye been fined lately. They are almost all 
poor people, who cannot afford to put up 
houses of other material. They make barely 
enough money to live and what else oan they 
do but erect cheap wooden houses? The city 
does not help usin any way. It does not even 
supply us with sidewalks. We are enough in- 
side of the limite to be fined for violating the 
fire ordinance, but what benefits do we receive 
from the city?’’ 

Another man said that he was in bad odor 
among his neighbors, who suspected him of 
having caused the fines to be imposed upon 
them. He did not want to talk on the subject. 
Another was asked what would happenif a 

ouse got fairly started ablaze and a wind blew. 

e shrugged his shoulders uncommunicatively, 
and murmured something about putting the 
fire out. 

DEFENSELESS. 

Putting out a fire among these shanties would 
not be an easy matter. Inquiry at the City 
Water Department shows that the 6nly water- 
pipe near the locality rung along Blue Island 
avenue to Lawndale, overa mile distant from 
New Stockholm or New Hamburg. Conse- 
quently the only water the people of these 
places have at their disposal is that in wells 
and a small dirty creek. None of the inhabi- 
tants seemed to know or care what they would 
do in case of fre. They live on the “never 
trouble trouble till trouble troubles you” 


basis. 

The President of the malijeable iron-works said 
he could not see why the people living in the 
vicinity could not build brick buildings, which 
were not much costlier than frame ones. As the 
settiements grew they got nearer to the malle- 
able works and McCormick's reaper factory, 
jeopardizing them. If the settlements were not 
supplied with water from the city be could not 
see how a fire could be put out in time to pre- 
vent heavy loss. 


AMERICAN GIRLS. 


** Civilized’? and ** Uncivilized’’ Spec-~- 
imens, as Viewed by an English 
Writer. 

London World: By the uncivilized American 
girls is meant the girl who has not “done 
Yew-rope."’ She has never been out of her 
own New York or Boston; she is unspoiled by 
Paris; she is afresh Yankee, with all her na- 
tive raw material glaringly exposed. She is 
generally very pretty; her complexion is daz- 
zling, ber eyes are dark and brilliant, her little 
foot and hand ravishing, and ber figure might 
and slim as a wand of witow. Make her speak 
(she won't want much making, by-the-by) 
and her voice is harsh and loud, her accent is 
outrageous, and her nasal twang unbearable. 
She has an immense amount of fun in ber 
(that is, if you get hold of a good specimen to 
study); she has plenty of wit and shrewd 
quaint humor; and she is never at a loss for 
something to say. She is a romp at heart, and 
loves a bit of hard flirting dearly. She 1s not 
very accomplished; but she knows anthmetic 
well, and thoroughly appreciates the value of 
money. There is generally something original 
about her; she has her own peculiar “ no- 
tions” and eccentric ways of behaving in soci- 
ety. She always talks ioud, as if* she thought 
you were Geaf,and always in baste, as if an 
express train waited tor her just one minute 
and no more. She has a hearty appetite, and 
mixes the strangest condiments together. At 
ber breakfast she breaks up four or five half- 
boiled eggs into atumbler, end beats them 
violently into a sort of yellow mash before she 
will taste them; and, with these eggs, she de- 
vours oorn-cakes, rolis, * m'lasses,”’ toast, 
jam, bacon, fish, fowl, hominy. prunes, coffee, 
cream; often finishing with a plate of fruit and 
a tumbler of iced water. She usually has a lof 
of candy in her pocket, and eats it at all hours. 
She loves to sit in a rocking-chair, in the heat 
of the sun or the fire, munching candy and 
reading novels. She does not care for sewing 
or housework; she considers it beneath ber, and 
leayes it to the “help” or servants.”’ She 
loves to display her small feet and hands—a pe- 
culiarity of American women. They occasion- 
ally glory in an instep, but this is seldom, their 
feet, as arule, being small, narrow, thin, and 
flat. Buta foot of this kind can be made to 
look a tiny wonder in a well-fitting boot; there- 
fore the American girl delights in boots and 
eke in gloves, and spends the greater part of 
her pocket-money on these items. She dreams 
of Yew-rope, but as yet she has not been there, 
and it glitters like a fairy vision in the dis- 
tance. Paris and Lordon she thinks of 
as places where ravishing toilets may 
be purchased at moderate -cost, and she 
pictures I-taly as a iand  overtlowing 
with romance and moonlight, and filled 
with languishing lovers, all of them with big 
titles, and any of whom can be bought, titles 
and all, for a reasonable sum of money. She 
bas haif a dozen strings to her bow, in the 
shape of marriageable young men, who ail hang 
about her like so many fish on a line, none of 
them certain of their fate, but all of them need- 
ing to spend a deal of cash in the meantime in 
order to remain in the good graces of their 
laay-love, who is generally provokingly indif- 
ferent to each and all of their claims. She 
only makes a few cool and collected busincas 
arrangements with them—such as letting them 
plainly understand that she will condescend to 
accept bonnets from one, shoes from another, 
gloves from another, fans from another, jew- 
elry from another, and so forth; and she makes 
it clearly cvident that she expects to receive 
such articles of dress ag payment for permis- 
sion to adore her. | 

She is, as a rule, very lively, and nas a fair 
amount of surface knowledge, which serves 
ber in good stead when she desires to ** come out 
strong” inconversation. The simpering affecta- 
tion of innocent ignorance, 80 commonly 
practised by the English girl who is not sure of 
her ground, is utterly discarded by her Amer- 
ican sister, who rushes headlong into any dis- 
cussion, no matter how abstruse, and hazards 
remarks which are sometimes marvellousiy 
shrewd and clever, but oftener very shallow 
and absurd. But the American girl does not 
mind what she says as long as she says some-

ferable torture to ber. 


Absolute 
dignity of manner is unknown to the American 
girl. She learns eoppenane’s of course—the 
result being that she holds ber back extraordi- 
harily stiff and straight and carries her head 
very high; but the slow, gliding movement of 
a highly-bred French or Italian grande dame 
(for it must be confessed that the foreigners 
surpass the English in grace of bearing) is a 
thing that highly astonishes ber, while it wins 
her reluctant admiration. She cannot walk 
slowly to save her life. She skims along the 
street like an important little water wagtail, 
very menage but always more or less fuasily. 
She clings to the belief that stiffness of 
back constitutes elegance of carriage, 
ing, or perhaps not knowing that the lithe 
turn of a woman's waist and the supple 
curve of her back are charms that attract 
the painter's brush and the  sculptor's 
chisel. She adores shops. and however wealthy 
she may be, she thoroughly @njoys buying 
cheap things, and boasting of the bargains she 
has made. The days of her life pass in novel- 
reading and flirtation—and she herself is a cu- 
rious compound of good-nature, cynicism, af- 
fection, worldliness, tenderness, and cunning; 
and with all her good points considered as fa- 
vorably as possible she is never quite a woman. 
At least, she is not a womanly woman, such as 
poets rave of and artists dream of—she has no 
such spiritual beauty in her soui as that which 
is shadowed forth in the exquisit face of Ary 
Scheffer’s ** Marguerite,”"’ Whereas an unspoilt 
English girl is like a ripening peach, still on its 
tree, and glowing with downy and beautiful 
bloom; the unspoilt American gir! is like the 
same peach plucked for some time and care- 
fully packed in a box—good fruit and fair to 
look at, but no bloom on it. 

So much for the uncivilized specimen—the 
reguiar “ Yankee gal.’ And now to consider 
briefly the influences of Yew-rope when brought 
to bear upon such a nature, and what is the re- 
sult of a five or six years’ residence in England 
upon the mind of an American woman. The 
first noticeable cnange in her is that she dis- 
owns and despises her own country, She 
wishes to be thought English, or French, or 
Italian—anything rather than American. She 
carefully studies her pronunciation of the En- 
lish language, and she strives hard to eradicate 
from her memory the distressing nasal twang 
with which she was once familiar: and though 
she occasionally betrays her origin by piacing 
wrong accents upon words such as “inquiry” 
for “inquiry,” and *“‘rowt’’ for “route,” she 
generally succeeds pretty well in her endeavors 
to talk English as the English themselves talk 
it. Her attempts to master French and 
Italian are seldom crowned with the like 
success; she has not the least iden of accent, 
and the few sentenances she utters while she is 
in Paris are certainly not Parisian, any more 
than the orders which she issues to the covertly, 
grinning waiters at the hotel in Florence are 
choice Tuscan. By heritage she was always 
self-ovinionated, and Yew-rope has not im- 
proved her in this respect. Sbe is too apt to 
consider that she alone, by means of her 
shrewd American organization, is able to 
quickly receive a joke or grasp an idea; and 
she does not take into consideration the fact 
that there is no being on earth more admirably 
constituted to perceive the ludicrous side of 
her temperament and character than the quiet, 


her a decorous afternoon call or the bluff 
Britisher, who, from his stalwart hight and 
breadth, looks with keenly amused biue eyes 
into the dark, restless ones of the born Ameri- 
can and would-be London giri—tbinking to 
himself, as he pays her the trifling compliment 
he knows she thirsts for, how very unlike she 
is to any woman he would choose fora wife, 
she all the while feeling convinced that he 
must be falling desperately in love with her, 
and cannot help himself. 

The * civilized’' American girl is not half so 
fascinating as the ‘‘ uncivilized” ong. She is 
more arrogant, and much more shallow and 
commonplace. She has gathered in a greater 
amount of surface knowledge than she knows 
what to do with, and she chatters away about 
»everything with surprising volubility and 

equally surprising incorrectness. She, takes 
her opinions on the topics of the day from the 
tone adopted by her favorit daily paper or 
weekly journal, for her thoughts do not go 
deep enough to permit her to form any real 
original opinions of her own. She is “up” to 
everything you can mention, thougk. Talk 
about music, ind straightway she raves about 
the classical—nothing iess will suit ber 
raptures—and she falle into ecstasies 
over the names oof Gluck, Beeth- 
oven, and Schumann, knowing nothing 
whatever of their different styles and struct- 
ures of composition. Talk of pictures~and she 
will become eloquent concerning the sublimi- 
ties wt Raphael, Fra Angelico, or Perugino; of 
literattire, and she swears by Shakspeare, 
knowing absolutely nothing of the poetry of 
his plays. But ber plan is to pretend she knows, 
and this she succeeds in very well—well enough 
at any rate to pass muster with the good-tem- 
pered English foiks, who look over her igno- 
rance for the sake of the umusement she 
affords. For amusing she is, and always will 
be—it not through native wit, then through 
cultivated conceit. 

The American girl resident in Europe is al- 
ways the victim of a craze for getting ‘into 
society,”’ and she is generally envious of those 
who are already there by hereditary rights. 
She clings to literary and artistic celebrities, in 
the hope that, by holding on very tight to the 
acquaintance of some rising povelist or music- 
al composer she may be lifted into the sunshine 
of the **Upper Ten.”” Here she is very often 
wofully disappointed, for authors and artists 
who become highly distinguished have a won- 
derfully happy knack of shaking off people 
they do not care about, and floating up to social 
honor like balloons released from too much 
ballast. As she grows older and sees all the 
tropical bloom of her complexion fading into 
the dried Ribston pippin tint common to mid- 
dle-aged American women, the envious regrets 
of ber life increase as she Leholds the brilliant 
wheel of aristocratic life whirling round and 
round, utterly regardless of her, and she be- 
gins to wish she had never left America.

ROSEHILL. 


Important Decision Regulating the Price of 
Burial Lots. 


A Visit to the Cémetery and a Talk with the Sa- 
perintendent—Costly Improvements. 


A man who recently purchased a cemetery 
lot in Rosehill learned that some action had 
been taken by the Rosehill Company in regard 
to increasing and grading the price of family 
lots in cemetery. In order to ascertain 
the truth ‘or falsity of the report, a visit was 
made to the company’s office, where the fol- 
lowing resolution was produced as an answer 
to the inquiry: 

Resolved, 1. That from and after Jan. 1, 
1885, the price of lots in Rosehill Cemetery be 
and is hereby increaséd to 60 and 75 vents and 
$1 per squre foot, according to choice of loca- 
tion. 2, That the present uniform price of 50 
cents per square foot, in all parts of the ceme- 
tery grounds, shall only continue for and dur- 
ing the remaining months of the year 1884. 

To the inquiry: if this action was not rather 
sudden, and something that would be unex- 
pected by the people, reply was made that the 
matter had been before the Board of Managers 
for several years past, and, knowing that such 
action would surely be taken, the officers of 
the company had, on several occasions, pub- 
licly informed the people that a decided in- 
crease in the price of family lots was contem- 
plated in the near future. 

The reporter desired to know if there was any 


just and reasonable cause for this increase in 
the price of burial lots after the close of the 
year 1884, 

The reply was: “Go out to the cemetery, 
then. and examine into the matter for yourself. 
If 1 should tell you the reasons you would mere- 
ly say that it was the statement of an interested 
party looking through his own spectacies. If 
you are after cemetery news, go out and see for 
yourself.” 

A ride of about twenty-five minutes on a 
Chicago & Northwestern train (which road runs 
twenty-eight daily passenger-trains stopping at 
Rosehill) brought the reporter to the Rosehill 
grounds. Ascending the bill, ypon the crest of 
which are located the Soldiers’ Monument, 
Bridge’s Battery, Battery A, Chicago Light 
Battery, and other memoria! tributes to our 
country’s défenders, a grave-looking man was 
met, to whom the following interrogatories 
were put: 

** How long have you been in the employ of 
the Roschili Company?’’ 

** Almost twenty years,”’ 

“In what capacity?’’ 

** Gravedigger or sexton.”’ 

“How deep do you bury the bodies under 
ground?’’ 

‘*We open the graves from five to six feet 
below the actual surface, or deeper if desired 
by the friends of deceased.” 

** What is the nature of the soi)?’’ 

“A dry, sandy gravel."’ 

“Do you consider that good ground for 
burial purposes?’’ 

“The very best in the world, because the 
soll is so dry and hungry, so to to speak, that 
it quickly takes upand absorbs into its own 
consistency the fluids of the human body, and 
does not permit them to remain in their orig- 
inal state or to evolve gases to pass off by 
other means, as would be the case in a clayey 
soll, or in the low, damp ground to be found 
round and about Chicago generally.’’ 

‘Have you ever had any actual demonstra 
tion that what you state is literally true?”’ 

* Yes, sir, in hundreds of instanc-s. A great 
many people exchange the smaii lots originally 
purchased for larger lots, and have the re- 
mains taken up and reinterred on the larger 
lots. We gravediggers have aiways found the 
coffins aud surrounding ground—even in the 
bottom of the graves—tree from any offensive- 
ness.” 

** What do you know about such cases in the 
other kinds of ground you mention? Have 
you ever seen bodies taken up from such 
ground?”’ 

*“ Yes; but I don’t think I should say any- 
thing about it, sir, because it has nothing to do 
with Rosehill Cemetery.’’ 

“O, you need not mention names nor 
places; simply tell me the general facts.” 

**Well, we have had to transfer a great 
many bodies from other places for people 
who have bought lots in Rosehill, and in many 
instances we have struck water as soon as we 
came to the coffins. But I don’t want to 
say anything more about the matter. There's 
the bell ringing. A funeral is coming and I am 
wanted.”’ : 

The reporter passed on through the grounds, 
in the western portion of which he found the 
landscape architect superintéending a large 
force of men at work making up and improv- 
ing new sections and macadamizing the drives 
and walks. 

“ How many men have you employed in this 
cemetery?’ 

“About 100 altogether. including twelve 
teamsters and the men who drive the large 
street-sprinklers which keep the avenues and 
drives sprinkled, as you see.’’ 

* aa is the average of your monthly pay- 
ro ’? 

* It takes about $5,000 per month to pay the 
men, and the material used often costs as much 
more.”” 

“The proceeds of lot saies, then, are not all 


profit?’’ 

* By no means, sir. The labor and expense 
of making up these sections, putting in 
water-pipes for sprinkling purposes, sew- 
erage, macadamizing walks, ete., is very 
great. But that is not. all. The 
cost of the general care of the cemetery 
grounds increases evemy year in proportion to 
the increase in the area improved. In addi- 
tion to this, one-tenth of the moneys received 
has to be paid over into the hands of trustees 
for the perpetual care of the cemetery grounds. 
This is required by the charter and cannot be 
avoided.”’ 

** When will this fund be applicable for such 
pu 7” : 

** When all this vast extent of ground reaching 
from the Chicago & Northwestern Railway oa 
the east, westward to Western avenue, north 
to Peterson avenue, and south and southwest- 
erly till the line again intersects Western 
avenue is improved and sold for burial pur- 
poses by the cemetery company, then this 
perpetual care fund will have to keep up these 
avenues and walks and take the same gencral 
care of the grounds that the cemetery com- 
pany is now doing.” 

* You think, then, in view of all these in- 
creasing expenses that the Board of Managers 
have acted wisely and wich good cause in de- 
ciding to increase the price of lots on and after 
the close of the present year?” 

“Undoubtedly so, and when the nature, ex- 
tent, and cost of the improverrents that are 
yearly made in this cemetery are considered, I 
do not see how any fair-minded man can think 
otherwise. Why, the very fact that the nature 
of this land is suéh as to make it the best 
ground possible to be found in this or any other 
country for burial purposes renders it very 
expensive to prepare and make up into sec-. 
tions for use.” 

* How do you make that out?’’ 

‘*Easily enough. Do you see that unim- 
proved land lying away to the west of us? There 
is no animal or vegetable nourishment in that 
ground. itis only capable of receiving—not 
giving—nourishment. Dead ground, so to 
epeak, most fit and proper for the reception of 
our bodies after death—a place where they will 
be quickly returned into their original 
dust. Now contrast that with these green 
lawns upon which we are standing; the same 
dry, gravelly, and sandy land, only this has a 
fine, smooth, grassy iawn. Come to this open 
grave—there is eighteen inches of good soil 
upon which the turf is growmg. That soil was 
all drawn here by wagons, and the space cov- 
ered by a wagon-load was hardly perceptible. 
This holds good on all the ground that is made 
up for use. If we had low, wet ground, covered 
with a natural biack loam or muck, as such 
grounds usually are, the expense of making it 
into sections and lawns would be comparative- 
ly nothing. All this expensive water system 
that you see would then be useless. Water at 
the grass roots would take the place of our 
hose and sprinklers. Under suck conditions 
you can have cheap Cemetery lots; but soe re- 
pulsive, sir, and at utter variance with ali known 
sanitary laws, that I would nut take the best 
lot in such a cemetery as a gift. 1 have seen 
enough of guch piaces, h in this country 
and in Burope, to cause me to abhor and shun 
the low, damp chureh-yard and wet, clayey 
cemetery ground,and places that are surcbarged 
with their own moisture and incapable of re- 
ceiving and disposing of the bodies buried 


of disease and pestilence, and sbould be ban- 
ished from pear the confines of any great city. 
- Ask the opinion of any reputable sciengist in 
regard to this matter. Why, sir, I sa 

that bad lain in such piaces fcr more than 
twenty years before they had to be exhumed, 
In a proper buriakpiace there would have 
been scarcely anything iett, as it 
was the sight sickening and 
not to be described. -In contrast to this, I saw 
four bodies removed last spring fgom ts 
just east of us to the section upon which we 
are now standing. There was nothing more 
unpleasant about making the removals than if 
the bodies had been recentiy buried, The bot- 
}toms of the ecoffinm-poxes were as dry as 
tinder. Compare this with the con- 
dition of things formerly mentioned, 
and I think you will agree with me that a lot in

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were weak Satur- 
day, on the average, but very irregularly so. 
Wheat and the long futures in corn were heavy, 
and lard followed suit, while pork and corn for 
near delivery were stronger, and other articies 
somewhat uncertain. Fine weather here, weak- 
ness in the cereals in Europe, with intimations of a 
heavy failure there. Though no one seemed to 
know what the failure was, it was generally ac- 
cepted as an argument in favor of lower prices. 
Wheat led in the weakness, being freely offered in 
London, New York, Chicago, and St. Louis. 

Provisions were moderately active during the 
frst half-hour, and quiet afterwards. They were 
irregular in tone, but averaged weak, though the 
local hog market was quoted firmer. The ieading 
feature was a free selling of January lard, sup- 
posed to be for Adams, which weakened it from 
$7.10 at the opening to $7.00 bid at the close, bemg a 
decline of 12\¢c from the latest price of Friday. 
October lard was quiet, and held up steadily by the 
fact of a good demand for cash lots at October 
prices, with the intimation that a leading 
refiner here is 9.000 tes behind his 
orders. But next month later declined 10c, to $7.05 
bid. Other futures were very quiet, November be- 
ing freely offered at $7.00 and December at $6.97. 
February sold early at $7.20. Short ribs were dull 
and steady at $9.50@9.524% for October and nomi- 
nally the same for this month, closing at the inside. 
January ribs sold early at $5.90; but $5.95 was bid 
later. Year pork declined 10c,to $11.15 asked at 
the close, and January sold at $11.35@11.424%. Oc- 
tober pork was bid up 5c, to $16.75, but only one 
lot of 250 bris was sold_ at that figure; this made 
September nominal at about $17.00. The packing 
of this city since the close of last February in- 
Cludes 1,451,000 hogs. against 1,452,000 to same date 
last year, and 1,402,000 to do in 1882. 

Flour was dull and weak. The trading was lim- 
ited to a few lots taken by local jobbers. The 
weakness in wheat kept shippers out of the 
market. The coarse milistuffs were firm. 

Wheat was active and weak. October declined 
lve, to T4¥c at the close, with November at 15<c 
premium and September at li¢c discount, the lat- 
ter clusing at 733¢¢, which is the lowest point 
touched thus far. December ranged 15¢c 
above November and May at 9%@10c above 
October, selling down to 85c. Car-lots of 
No. 2 spring sold at 7354@7 4340, with 
No, 3 at G0c in special houses, and rejected at 45c. 
The British markets were called easier, with re- 
duced quotations on some grades, and New York 
turned down about 11 o’clock. Our receipts were 
larger, as were also those of other points, and the 
ery went up, ** What will we do with it?’’ There was 
no concentrated selling here, but a scattering fire 
of offerings in a small way, amounting to a large 
aggregate, which gradually bore down prices. Les- 
ter, Eldredge, Adams, and Hancock were free buy- 
ers, and others showed more disposition to cover 
shorts, under thé idea that there may 
be a sharp turn for all the present gloom. Irwin- 
Orr, Milmine-Bodman, and Van Kirk did a large 
business in changing over from October into No- 
vember, and the volume of business otherwise 
showed a steady swinging around into the latter 
month. Outside orders seemed to be few in num- 
ber and the trading mostly local. 

Red wintér wheat was slow and very weak. No, 
2 sold at T6@77Mec in good houses, being a decline 
of 2c, while receipts in the St. Paul elevator only 
brought 75Kc. No.8 sold at 61544@68%, mostly at 
6154@62c, being about‘Sc decline, and rejected was 
heavy at 47@48c. The receipts at St. Louis were 
not so large as Friday, but those at Kansas 
City showed a decided increase and ours a moder- 
ateone. Theré wereno shipping orders bere that 
could be filled, but the deciine induced buying, 
mostly by Hutchinson, who probably took hold 
because he believed that the stuff will prove to be 
worth the money, however much appearances may 
be against it now. 

Corn was active. The long futures were weak 
and the nearer ones irregularly strong, with some 
suspicions of “monkeying,”’ but probably no 
foundations therefor. The key notes of the trad- 
ing (there were two) lay inthe fear of a squeeze 
for this month or next, which induced liberal buy- 
ing, and the fact that St. Louis was far below us 
for *“‘new,”’ which led to a big cross-fire of strad- 
dling between the two cities, selling here and buy- 
ing there. The difference was about 7c for Novem- 
ber. St. Louis being 37i4c when we were 44}¢c, and 
4%ce for the year, that city being quoted 
at Bic when we were 38%ca. The difference for 
May was only about IXc, but it led to liberab trad- 
ing for allthat. November declined 3c, to 44}c, 
but closed at 44%¢c. Theyear declined ic, to 38c, 
and May %¢, to 38%c, both closing at the inside; on 
the curbstone they were quoted down to 36%(c and 
38e,. respectively. October sold up lige, to ble, 
with some tears of a frost before Monday, and 
closed at 51%c. September sold down ‘ce, to 53\¢c. 
but improved to 54 at the close; and 5344 was the 
best bid in offices in the afternoon. Cash No. 2 
and high-mixed sold at 53%{@5ic, and rejected 
in store at 45@46c, being lc decline. Samovle 
lots were very dull. Eldridge and Carr were 
prominent as operators between this city and St. 
Louis, and probably Poole, Sherman, and Graham 
were doing the same thing. Baker was a free 
buyer for October at about Sic. Fleming-Boyders 
were buying cash No, 2 to deliver out on contracts 

Oats were active. Harly, under liberal offerings, 
the market was easy, but it reacted and closed 
slightly higher than Fridsy at 24%e for cash, Sep- 
tember, and year, 25\¢c for October, and 28%c for 
May. Nat Jones was a free seller of May at 285¢c, 
disposing of 150,000 bu at that, and offering as much 
more at that price, with no buyers. Sample lots 
were in fair request and steady at 25@25}<c for No. 
2 and 27% @28\¢c for No. 2 white. 

Rye was in request by shippers and ruled very 
firm. Twenty cars of cash No. 2 were taken at 5éc, 
while September sold early at 54@54\(4c, and closed 
firm. at b4c bid. Sample lots were easily disposed 
of at 48@48c for rejected. 

Barley was dull and weak, No. 2 cash being ic 
lower, 9 cars selling at 65@65\%c. Samples were 
quiet and easy, No. 3 selling at 44@63c, No. 4 at 38@ 
50c, and No. 2 at 68@69c. For O2teber delivery of 
No. 3, 43¢ was bid. 

Flax was easier, No. 1 being taken sparingly at 
$1.29@1.30, while timothy was irregular and un- 
settled, with sales chiefly at $1.33@1.35. Clover 
was nominally easy at $4.90@5.00 for prime, 

Dry goods are active and prices average steady. 
A liberal and improving demand for clothing, 
millinery, and white goods is also reported with 
prices showing greater steadiness than heretofore. 
In the grocery market there was a seasonable 
movement and the prevalent feeling was firmer. 
There wasa slightly easier sugar market. The 
demand for dairy products continues active, and 
the recent advance in prices is firmly supported. 
Dried fruits, canned goods, and fish were quoted 
as before. The only chamge in olls was a decline 
of lc in linseed. There was & fair’ inquiry for 
choice hay. but the were mostly low 
grade and a dull market resulted. Eggs were firm, 
poultry, potatoes, green fruits, hides, tallow, and 
woo! unchanged. Whisky was frm on the basis of 
$1.12 for unfinished goods. 
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The cattle market was strong, under a small sup- 
ply and a good general demand. Quotations were 
$3.00@4.75 tor batchers’ stock ; $3.25@4.25 for stock- 
ers; $3.75@5.40 for range, and $4.75@7.25 for ship- 
ping steers. Hogs averaged about léc lower. They 
opened at Friday’s quotations but soon fell off and 
closed very Weak, at $6.25@6.06 for light, and at 
$5.25@6.25 for heavy. The receipts for the week 
were about 34,500 cattle, 47,200 hogs, and 13,000 
sheep, against 40,599 cattle, $1,390 hogs, and 16,550 
sheep for the corresponding week last year. 

The last 1,800 bu of old rye in store in this city 
was shipped out yesterday, and the quantity of 
new ip store here is now very small. It is inti- 
ma that the C. L. F. people on the seaboard sold 
rather too much, and aré already running rather 
close on the new crop. 

Rejected spring wheat sold in this market yes- 
terday at 45¢ per bu. That is %c per ib, or 24c for 
82 Ibs, the latter being the weight Of a bushel of 
oats. Hence rejected wheat has sold at a lower 
price than No. 2 oats in this market. Rejected 
winter sold at 47c, which is just about the price at 
which No. 2 oats sold in store yesterday. When 
one louks at the large proportion of low grades in 
the total receipts of wheat one may well credit 
the statement made yesterday that our receipts 
are largely of wheat which was sold some time ago 
to arrive. Present prices are so low that they do 
not pay the cost of raising. Take for instance the 
receipts of yesterday :

This average of 615¢c per bu barely nets 40c to 
the average farmer, or actually less than was re- 
ceived by those who used to bring their.wheat to 
Chicago in prairie schooners in “the good old 
times.’”” People who say that wheat used then to 
sell in Chicago for less than it' does now do not 
stop to think that this city then lay near to the 
farms from which the wheat was received. The 
comparison should really-be made between this 
city then and the country stations now in order to 
see how the farmer's portion compares for the two 
epochs. . 

We note that the average price of wheat in En- 
gland for 106 years past is Gls 4d per quarter, while 
the average for the first six months of this year is 
onty 37e 8d, or a little less than 614 per cent. The 
highest average yearly price of this period was 
1268 6a, being for the year 1812. 

The lowest price quoted yerterday for Chicago 
spring red in Liverpool is equa! to 314 shillings, or 
but little more than 50 per cent of the average for 
106 years past. Even with that the market there is 
said to be demoralized by plentiful offerings, 
which would make it necessary to accept much 
lower prices in order to sell any considerable quan- 
tity. Well may it be asked, what is the trade com- 
ing to? Exporters say the market there is 644c 
against export business with this city. 

New York is reported to have been oppressed 
Saturday by large offerings of wheat from the 
Southwest shipped at cut freight rates. 

Some rejected winter wheat now in store here 
has been found to be warm, probably because sent 
in here before it had gone through the sweat. This 
fact accounts for the extreme depression in re- 
jected, while the better grades are not so weak. 

Some cash corn went around yesteraay in satis- 
faction of September contracts. We note that for 
several days past there has been an effort to break 
the market for this month at the beginning of 
trading, but it has only lasted a few minutes each 
day. 

The following table shows the range of the day 
on the leading classes of trade in provisions and 
grain; also the latest (regular) buyers’ prices for 
round lots, compared with the previous day. A 
star (*) indicates that sellers asked more than 24¢c 
in provisions or }é¢ in grain above the figures bid:
